NO COUNTER ATTACK’ 


MADE BY GERMANS 
ON VERDUN FRONT 


‘Paris, December 16.—Although there 
has been lively. bombardment along 
the entire front north of Verdun from 
the Meuse to the Woevre over which 


‘the French swept in their advance 


yesterday, no counter attacks were de- 
liveredg by the Germans 
night, says the war office statement. 

Four French divisions engaged in 
yesterday's attack took prisoners sol- 
diers belonging to every regiment of 
five German divisions, the statement 
adds, 

The number of guns captured from 
the Germans in General Nivelle’s vic- 
tory on the Verdun front, as counted 
up to the present is eighty, according 
to the latest reports. 

The statement reads: 

“On the right bank of the river 
Meuse the enemy has undertaken no 
counter attacks. During the night, 
however, the bombardment was fairly 
spirited along -the whole length of 
our new front. 

“It has been confirmed that four 
French divisions which yesterday con- 
ducted the attack between the .river 
Meuse and the Woevre district were 
victorious over at least five German 
divisions. All the regiments of these 
German divisions took part in the 
fighting, and prisoners from each one 
of them are now in our hands. 

“In the region of Chauvencourt a 
surprise attack resulted in our bring- 
ing back prisoners. 

“Everywhere else on 
night passed quietly.” 

“On the right bank of the Meuse our 
troops continued their success,” says to- 
night's French war statement. “They 
progressed in the Caurieres wood and 
captured the village of Bezonvaux yes- 
terday. + At the close of the day a vio- 
lent German attack directed against our 
positions on Cote du Poivre (Pepper 
Hill) was brought up short by our fire. 

“We have maintained in its entirety 
our new front. Prisoners continue to 
be brought back, the number exceed- 
ing 9,000, of whom 250 are officers. The

Theaters and moving picture houses 
in the future will be taxed by their 
seating capacity, according to advices 
received yesterday by Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue A. O. Blalock. This 
provision was made by the act of eon- 
gress, September 8, 1916. 

Pool, billiard rooms and bowling al- 
leys will be taxed $5 each for table 
or alley. Custom house brokers will 
pay $10 per annum; manufacturers of 
tobacco, cigars and cigarettes, accord- 
ing to production; pawnbrokers, $50 
per annum; brokers (not™ including 
commercial brokers), $30 per annum; 
public exhibitions, $10, and circuses, 
$100. 

The tax on dealers in manufactured 
tobacco of $200 per annum has been 
abolished. Bankers will not be re- 
quired to pay a special tax. 

All corporations will be required to 
file corporation income tax returns, as 
in the past, and also uw return of cap- 
ital, surplus and undivided profits, if 
in excess of $99,000, and pay fifty cents 
on a fair valuation. These returns 
will have to be filed in duplicate.

Washington, December 16.—The for- 
warding today of the central powers’ 
proposals for peace removed the center 
of interest in the peace move to the 
allied capitals, particularly London, 
where the final attitude of the entente 
is expected to find expression. 

With the announcement that the pro- 
posals had gone forward without any 
accompanying comment by this govern- 
ment, speculation here turned from 
what President Wilson may do in in- 
jecting neutral mediation to what Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George will declare to be 
the attitude of the allied nations when 
he speaks on the subject Tuesday in 
parliament. 

The three versions of the proposal, 
differing slightly because of the trans- 
lations made in Berlin, Vienna and 
Constantinople, were harmonized into 
one official American translation, a 
single copy of which was sent to the 
American ambassadors in the seven 
belligerent countries where the United 
States represents German, Austrian or 
Turkish diplomatic interests.

The French victory at Verdun is ac- 
claimed by all the London papers as 
the French reply to the German em- 
peror’s speech to his troops in Alsace 
and Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg’s claim of the invincibility of Ger- 
man arms. 

The considered opinions in the Brit- 
ish press, as reflected in the latest edi- 
torials, are almiost unanimous that 
Gréat Britain cannot ignore the over- 
tures and that the least the govern- 
ment can do is to make a statement on 
the allies’ aims and objects or ask for 
the presentation of the Gerrnan terms. 

The weekly reviews, including the 
financial organs, take the same line, as 
do also the provincial papers. The 
only notable exception has been the 
Northcliffe group, which immediately 
urged that Great Britain should ig- 
nore the overtures. 

There appears to be a consensus oOo. 
opinion that the allies should not con- 
sider entering into a conference until

For Peace of Right Sort. 

The New Statesman, which generally 
has pacifist leanings, discusses Ger- 
many’s peace proposal as “unlikely to 
prove anything but an attempt to play 
on our feelings of war weariness and 
to cozen out of us a bad peace now in 
place of the g00d peace we might dic- 
tate six, nine or twelve months later.’ 

“No statesman,” continues the uews- 
paper, ‘‘will in such a situation close 
the door to peace until he is satisfied 
that the parade of the enemy’s terms 
does not conceal the possibility of ob- 
taining a peace of his own.

RUSSIA OPPOSES 
CONSIDERATION 
OF PEACE OFFER 


Petrograd, December 16.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-A further exposition of the Rus- 
sian’ government’s attitude toward the 
German peace proposal is contained in 
the following statement obtained by 
the Associated Press from the Russian 
foreign office: ! 

“A complete and emphatic rejection 
by Russia of Germany’s offer can hard- 
ly have been necessary to convince 
America and other neutrals of the atti- 
tude which the allies will take toward 
Germany’s insincere and theatric peace 
proposal. Germany’s wish to impress 
the neutral nations must have failed 
through the very nature of the proposal 
and the transparency of the motives 
which inspired it. The nation honestly 
desirous of commencing peace negotia- 
tions uses more dignified and direct 
methods. She does not advertise her in- 
tentions throughout the world before 
her proposals have even been trans- 
mitted to the powers concerned. 

“The German declaration has the 
character of a sensational act of pub- 
licity calculated to prepo'ssess the neu- 
tral powers. Beyond this it does not 
merit serious consideration. What the 
enemy suggests is a peace dictated by 
her and in accordance with the very 
ideals -which the allies are fighting to 
destroy—ideals of German hegemony of 
the Prussian type. 

“Russia cannot speak of peace with 
an opponent who has proclaimed him- 
self the victor. The rejection of Ger- 
7? proposal in no sense places Rus- 
sia in the position of a nation not de- 
sirous of a durable peace, or insensible 
to the urgent necessity of rescuing Eu- 
rope from the calamity which has cast 
its shadow over the entire world. But 
Russia will continue to suffer this 
calamity and add indefinitely to the 
sacrifices which she has already made 
rather than submit to the greater ca- 
tastrophe threatened by German im- 
perial ambitions. 

To Defeat German Ambitions. 

“What Russia, in common with her 
allies, seeks is not a destroyed Ger- 
many, but the final defeat of those 
ambitions of German domination. When 
Germany desires a fair and lasting 
peace Russia will be disposed to con- 
sider the time ripe for peace negotia- 
tions,”’

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FELDER TELLS WHY 
HE HELPED VASON 


Gives Out Copy of Letter 
From Assailant Describing 
Incidents Leading Up to 
Assault Upon Lawyer Last 
August.

Following the action of Judge Ben 
Hill, upon the personal appeal of 
Thomas B. Felder,:in reducing the sen- 
tence of a year’s service in the gang, 4 
fine of $1,000 and six months in jail 
imposed upon G. K. Vason, former as- 
sistant doorkeeper of the house of rep- 
resentatives, following his recent eon- 
viction on the charge cf having 
stabbed the well-known attorney dur- 
ing an altercation in the Kimball 
house early in last August, to a fine of 
$750, with no additional penalty, Mr 
Felder, whose action was largely oc- 
casioned by a letter received on Thurs- 
day from Mr. Vason, last night gave 
out the letter for publication, with th- 
exception of the names of three men 
contained in the letter, and explained 
his action in’ withholding them in 2 
statement. 

The letter is as follows: 

“Hon. Thomas B. Felder, Empire Building,

“This was from 6 to 6:30 o’clock p. m.

We 
opened several bottles of whisky at dif- 
ferent times, and drank quite freely.

Judge Hills Statement. 
In rendering his decision as to

“In modifying the sentence which I im- 
posed in 
large extent by the many letters which 
have received from friends and neighbors of 
the defendant as to his good character 
when not under the influence of intoxi- 
ca nts. 
-“T am also ififuenced by the fact that 
eleven of the jurors who found. him guilty 
of stabbing have. earnestly requested me 
to change the sentence so as to save him 
and his family frdm the disgrace of the 
sentence on the public works. Even under 
these influences, however, I would probably 
not make any material modifications in the 
sentence, because of my decided view of 
the evidence in the case, but for the state- 
ment which has just been made by Mr. Feild- 
er, who was the victim of the assault, 
which was admittedly without mitigation 
or provocation. The manly sentiment ex- 
pressed by Mr. Felder in urging the court 
to modify the sentence, notwithstanding the 
fact that a great wrong was perpetrated 
upon him, and 
that he has suffered great. physical 
from the result of the assault, moves the 
court to extend to the accused the clemency 
requested, mot only by his friends and the 
|jurors, but more especially by the man 
who was Iinjured.”’ 

The stabbing of Attorney Felder oc- 
curred at 8 o’clock on the evening of 
August 3, following an exchange of 
personalities between himself and mem- 
bers of the state senate, then in ses- 
sion, notably Senator Roscoe Pickett, 
of the Forty-second district, incidental 
to the legislative fight over a bill under 
the provisions of which an attempt to 
recall Mayor Pierpont, of Savannah, was 
contemplated. 


Had Just Left Caucus. 


Felder had just left a caucus of 
friends of Mayor Pierpont on the second 
floor of the Kimball house, when he 
was accosted in the hallway by Vason 
and another man, whom Vason called 
“Doc,” and, following a few words, was 
attacked by Vason and stabbed in the 
left side. 

Two of Felder’s ribs were severed, a 
third partially so, and the knife pene- 
trated the pulmonary cavity. Mr. Fel- 
der hovered between life and death at 
a local hospital for some weeks. Vason, 
who had been at liberty under bond, 
was tried for assault with intent to 
commit murder, Felder being the state’s 
chief witness. The jury found him 
guilty of a misdemeanor offense and 
Judge Hill imposed the maximum pen- 
alty under the conviction. His counsel 
appealed for a new trial, and pending 
a decision on the motion the convicted 
man was permitted to remain still at 
liberty under bond.

Holding that the codicil to the will 
of the late Thomas Egleston expressed 
his desires in many instances in pref- 
erence to former bequests, Judge Pen- 
dleton in superior court Saturday de- 
livered rulings on the famous case in

/rially. The codicil to the will 
‘written by Mr. Egleston while in the

| Attorneys Anderson and Rountree, 
'as counsel for the Trust Company of 
Georgia, named by Mr. Egleston as ex- 
-ecutors jof his estate, filed a petition 
im superior court for proper construc- 
ition of the document. 
| One of the most important questions 
‘raised in the fight before the court 
was whether or not the executor could 
use his discretion and provide for any 
whose names were not mentioned in 
either the will or the codicil and 
whom they believed were unintention- 
ally left out by the divisor. Judge 
Pendleton ruled that such power was 
not extended to the executors. At- 
torney Herman BE. Riddell, represent- 
ing a relative whose name was not 
mentioned, presented strong argu- 
ments based on English cases to sup- 
port his position. 

Estate to Pay Tax. 

One of the most interesting phases 
of the ruling was that regarding the 
inheritance tax payments. Judge Pen- 
dleton held that the tax should be paid 
by the estate and in his ruling re- 
lieved the individual legatees of the 
burden of payment. 

There were fifty-nine persons inter- 
ested in the will who had been serve’ 
with notice to attend the hearing. 
Many of these were represented by 
counsel, but some were not. Alex King 
appeared for the trustees named in 
the document and Mr. Rountree for the 
execuxors. 

Regarding the provision in the codi- 
cil to the will, which left $10,000 each 
to Mrs. Charles E. Smith, Richmond, 
Va., and Mrs. Elizabeth Le Baron 
Schanck, of Princeton, N. J., Judge 
Pendleton ruled that Mrs. Smith might 
choose either the $600 annuity or the 
$10,000 bequest. In the case of Mrs 
Schanck, who in the will had been left 
the sum of $1,000, Judge Pendleton 
ruled that she might take the $10,000 
bequeathed in the codicil, declaring 
that this was evidently the wish of 
the devisor. Ss ¥. Fupper,. and 
Thomas Egleston Tupper were each 
given $10,000 according to the codicil. 
In the will itself Mr. Tupper was given 
$1,000, while athe codicil provided that 
if Thomas E. Tupper had not been 
cared for in the will both he and hig 
father were to receive $1),000 each. 
Thomas E. Tupper, in the will, had 
been given an annuity of $:00 until he 
reached the age of 28 years, when it 
was provided that the anntity should 
cease and the young man be given the 
sum of $5,000. The judge ruled thes 
should get $10,000 each.

Get $10,000 Each. 

One complicated feature of the will 
and codicil was that provision in the 
will which left to Mrs. Elizabeth E. 
DuBose, of Sewanee, Tenn., an aunt 
of the divisor, an annuity of $600, 
with the provision that at her death 
the sum of $5,000 each was to be paid 
to her two daughters, Mrs. Elizabeth 
DeOvis and Miss Annie DeBose. In 
the codicil the provision read to the 
effect that the daughters named should 
receive $5,000 each, and at the death 
of their mother should receive an ad- 
ditional $5,000. Judge Pendleton held 
that both provisions were valid, there- 
by ruling that the daughters were to 
receive $5,000 cash and an additional 
$5,000 at the death of their mother. 

The rulings of Judge Pendleton had 
no bearing on the numerous charita-

-Tireless Worker 
| For Mother Country 


London, December 16.—No one can 
deny that the family of Prime Minister 
berm og are doing their full duty by 
their country. All four of his grown 
| sons are serving their king, save for 
{the eldest, the late Raymond Asquith, 
who was killed a couple of months ago, 
and thus terminated a career that 
promised ¢o approach even his father’s 
in brilliance. Another of the younger 
Asquiths, Lievtenant Herbert, besides 
fighting bravely has written some ex- 
ceptionally fine war poetry, while an- 
other, Captain Arthur, took part in the 
defense of Antwerp, and later served 
in Gallipoli and was wounded there. — 

Mra. Asquith, who was obliged to 
bring two suits for libel before ridicu- 
lous rumors charging her with pro-Ger- 
man tendencies were finally squashed, 
has worked indefatigably from the first

Valdosta, December 16.—(Special.)— 
Walter M. Kennedy, charged with vio- 
lating the Mann white slave act, was 
found guilty in the United States court 
here today and sentenced by Judge 
Speer to three years in the federal 
prison.

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SOLUTION SOUGHT 
OF PAPER PROBL 


Conflict of Interest Between 
Large and Small Publish- 
ers—Conferences Are to Be 
Continued. 


Washington, December 16.—A con- 
flict of interest between large and 
gmall newspaper publishers developed 
at conferences today between the fed- 
éral trade commission, the publishers 
and news print paper manufacturers 
and jobbers. The conference was held 
to consider a proposal that the prob- 
lem of an apparent news print shortage 
be solved by the distribution of the 
available supply 
the commission and to work out some 
arrangement if possible concerning 
prices and increased production. 

A plan proposed and apparently fa- 
vored by the trade commission, the 
manufacturers and the small publish- 
ers, under which large publishers would 
relinquish 5 per cent of their 1917 quota 
to the smaller publishers, met with 
immediate opposition. The large pub- 
lishers declared they were being made 
the victim's of manufacturers, who, by 
diverting machines now on wall paper 
and wrapping paper back to making 
news print, could solve the’ shortage 
problem within a few days. Both large 
and small publishers insisted that the 
plan called for no concessions by the 


manufacturers. 
¢ The Plan Proposed. 

The plan proposed would provide that 
the 5 per cent turned back by the large 
establishments would be apportioned 
among the small publishers at the aver- 
age contract price charged the large 
publishers. This would be between 3 
and 4 cents a pound. The jobber would 
receive in addition about 1 per cent for 


handling. 

Committees of the publishers, manu- 
facturers and jobbers were named to 
continue conferences with the trade 
commission next week in an effort 
either to perfect the plan proposed or 
to work out some other acceptable 
plan. The publishers’ committee will be- 
gin Monday to send out inquiries to the 
newspapers, ascertaining the needs of 
the small publications and learning if 
the large publishers will agree to give 
up a part of their paper. 

In today’s meeting the larze publish- 
ers argued that an increase in produc- 
tion would be a simple matter if the 
manufacturers displayed a wilingness 
to co-operate. In this they were sup: 
ported by the small publishers. Both 
classes of publishers, too, insisted that 
prices were beyond reason, and, assur- 
ance was given by the «rade commission 
that perfecting of any distribution plan 
would not stop the commission's Inves- 
tigation of that subject. Commissioner 
Davies declared the commission was of 
the opinion that print paper wasa pub- 
lic necessity and - that prices now 
charged tor if were extortionate. 

On the committee of publishersto meet 
next week with the trade commission, 
Yr. P. Glass and L. B. Palmer were 
named to represent the large publish- 
ers, and A. W. Dunn and J. Raymond 
Hoover to represena the small publish- 
ers. Manufacturers will be represented 
by J. Boyd Potter and A. T. Houck. 
The jobbers will name a committee 
later. 

Production Cost Stationary. 

It was brought out today that al- 
though the cost of production—as dis- 
closed by the trade commissions in- 
vestigation—has remained about Sta- 
tionary, prices to the large publishers 
have advanced from 2.15 cents a pound 
on 1916 contracts to an average of 3.10 
on 1917 contracts, with an added item 
in that mills next year quote prices at 
the factories instead of at the place of 
delivery. A prospectus issued by one 
manufacturing concern was presented 
to show that the manufacturer endeav- 
an to sell stock in his mill claims 2 
profit of $15 a ton on paper manufac- 
tured this year, in addition to a gsur- 
plus accumulated. 

Manufacturers opposed today everv 
suggestion that production be increased 
by putting om news print work ma- 
chines that now are turning out other 


classes of paper. 

The committee representing the 
smaller publishers issued a statement 
tonight saying its members were hope- 
ful the trade commission and those 
concerned were about to find a solution 
of the situation. \ 

The statement of the larger publish- 
ers declaréd the opinion of paper con- 
sumers generally to be that there ex- 
ists some manner of control by manu- 
facturers of paper prices and distribu- 
tion. 

“Many publishers feel,” said the 
statement, “that the publicity of com- 
plaints on their part will jeopardize 
their supply of paper and it is earnest-

The various county democratic com- 
mittes furnish ballots for general election. 
Unless they do so in the eighth district the 
various candidates will have to furnish their 
own ballots in each county and it will en- 
tail a great deal of work upon them or the 
ordinary in trying to distribute the ballots 
Over the several counties. 

Code sections 86 and 88, inclusive, pro- 
vides that the governor shall furnish the 
ordinaries with return blanks for election 
ten days before the date of the election. 
Section 88 further provides that said blanks 
“shall as far as practicable have the names 
of the several candidates printed upon 
them.’’ 

In general election the state secretary of 
the democratic or other party files the 
names of their candidates with the governor 
and those names :re printed upon the 
blanks. Since there will be no primary 
in the special election in the eighth, the 
only names “the governor can have placed 
upon the return blanks will be those of the 
candidates he happens to know are in the 
race. Therefore the executive office 
personally appreciate a ietter from the par- 
ties who have definitely decided to run so 
that their names may be placed upon the 
return blanks. These blanks will be printed 
and mailed out about December 23. 

Judge A. C. Stone, the district chairman, 
was called over the phone, but stated no 
rules or plans had been formulated about 
ballots, as this was an election and not a 
primary.

tremely dangerous,” declared 
Samuel B. Adams in addressing a large 
audience here in Eagles’ hall. “We 
have a bad eminence in Georgia for 
lawlessness,” he continued, and point- 
ed out that “more than one-fourth of 
the lynchings in the United States in 
the last year were in Georgia.” 

“We ought to guarantee to every 
man, irrespective of color, the pos- 
session of the precious principle that 
you and I desire so highly—the right 
of trial by jury and a fair and im- 
partial trial.” 

Judge Adams’ address was an appeal 
to his hearers to become Americans 
in the true sense of the word. He swept 
aside the fact of native birth as an ac- 
cident, asserting that the truer Amer- 
icanism was to take a vital interest in 
the ideals of the United States and 
give deep thought to her history, her 
present and future and to her meaning 
in the world. 

“A good American is necessarily a 
good citizen and a good citizen is nec- 
essarily a good American. American- 
ism does not mean nativity; it does not 
necessarily mean success in life be- 
cause that may mean selfishness and 
sordidness; it does not mean that we 
have kept out of the clutches of the 
authorities in an orderly existence, but 
it does mean necessarily a man who 
really loves his country. 

“Such a man,” he continued, “clings 
to the American ideals; he loves lib- 
erty, equality and is in sympathy with 
everything that is right. These things 
are the fundamentals of every free gov- 
efnment. They have been purchased 
at the cost of life and heroic effort. 

“It is the duty of every man to vote. 
In the old days it was a punishable of- 
fense for a man to stay away from 
the polls.”’

BOMOBILE ASSOCIATION 
WILL BOOST GOOD ROADS 


Primary Motive of Organiza- 
tion Is to Make Georgia’s 
Roads Better. 


That the state-wide co-operation 
which the Georgia State Automobile 
association is meeting in its recently 


inaugurated campaign for better roads} 


for Georgia and a more efficacious 
administration of public highway af- 
fairs in this state is not only satis- 
factory, but is even more encouraging 
than the prime movers in the associa- 
tion had originally hoped for, was the 
burden of a statement made yesterday 
by Addison M. O’Flint, employed as ex- 
ecutive agent for the organization. 

In the various Georgia cities and 
towns where local clubs are in process 
of organization the active support of 
the most representative men has been 
given to the association's field secre- 
taries, who are assisting the local 
communities in perfecting their organ- 
izations. 

The application of business methods 
to road building and road maintenance 
throughout the state of Georgia will 
be one of the results of the proposed 
legislation for which the association 
is working, and which it purposes to 
introduced at the next session of the 
legislature, in June. 

Discussing the aims and purposes 
of the association in a general way, 
Mr. O’F lint said: 

“Road building and road mainte: 
nance is a science, and as such requires 
expert knowledge, both as regards the 
methog of construction and kinds of 
materials used. This is a fact gener 
ally recognized by all European coun- 
tries and by over thirty states in this 
country, which have their roads con- 
structed under expert supervision. In 
these states and counties, roads are 
built according to the traffic passing 
over them, and are constructed of lab- 
Oratory-tested materials that have 
proven to be the most economical and 
the best investment of the tax-payer’s 
money for that class of traffic. In 
Georgia, it is a well-established fact 
that 90 per cent of the travel is only 
over 20 per cent or one-fifth of our 
roads. 

Advantages of State and Federal Ald. 

“Under a system of state supervision 
and state and federal aid, this situa- 
tion would be remedied. First, by the 
State specifying a road of proper con- 
struction and materials for each class 
of traffic, and supervising its construc- 
tion and maintenance; and secondly, 
by making the entire wealth of the 
State contribute to the expense of the 
same, instead of, as at present, placing 
the entire burden upon the county, 
while about 40 per cent of the entire 
taxable wealth of the state within 
city’s limits contributes practically 
nothing toward the construction and 
maintenance of the public roads of the 
State, which they use continually and 
which are a benefit to every resident 
of this city. 

Mr. O’Flint said that enthusiastic }n- 
quiries are being received from all over 
the state from prominent men and that 
many have sent in their applications, 
asking when they would have permis- 
sion to organize a branch of the state 
association in their communities. He 
Said that he expects within the next 
three or four months to nave one of 
the strongest and ablest civic organi- 
zations behind our road problem that 
the state of Georgia has. ever seen, 
with a membership of from 10,000 
15,000 representatives of the state's 
strongest and most substantial citi- 
zens.

Atlanta’s Growth 


Under Prohibition 
Shown by Cooper 


Secretary of Chamber Wires 
Texas Prohibition Leader 
That City Has Made Rapid 
Strides Since “Dry” Law 
Became Effective. 


In reply to a telegram sent to W. G, 


Cooper, secretary of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, by Milton Mor- 
ris, chairman of the prohibition com- 
mittee, of Austin, Texas, Saturday 
morning, asking information regard- 
ing. vacant houses, building progress, 
rentals, criminal records and the gen- 
eral prosperity of Atlanta under pro- 
hibition, as compared to conditions, 
when.the state was ‘“wet,’’ Mr. Cooper 
sent a telegram, in which he gave an 
account of the progress made and the 
general prosperity of the city under 
prohibition. 

“Prohibition went into effect in Geor- 


lanta tank clearings that year were 
$230,006,000 and last year $739,000,000, 
exceeding all ether southern cities, ex- 
cept Louisville and New Ordeans, and 
within $3,000,000 of the latter, although 
New Orleans has 60 per cent more peo- 
pile. 

“Atianta has invested in buildings 
since 1908, $43,000,000. The increase in 
population for the decade ending 1910 
was 70 per cent. The increase since 
then indicated by School enroliment 
is near the same ratio, Like all south- 
ern cities, Atlanta felt a depression fol- 
lowing the outbreak of the European 
war .when cotton could not be sold. 
Many were unemployed that winter, 
rand many were forced to double up, va- 
cating many houses, but conditions 
have improved during the past year.

Mr. Cooper said that Atlanta is very

In the meantime 
citizens have raised for public enter- 
prises nearly $2,000,000, y subscrip- 
tions, establishing two universities, 
Emory and Oglethorpe, the Southeast- 
ern fair, and giving the Technological 
school a new power plant.

Each 
member of the society is asked to give 
either time or mony. 

There are some 17,000 children in the 
grammar schools, and some 13,000 have 


defective teeth. About 2,000 or more 
of these are not able to pay for treat- 
ment. If the importance of the work is 
realized it is expected that the city will 
eventually establish a free dental dis- 


pensary, with its own 
charge. Many other cities have done 
as much. 

In response to the news story pub- 
lished in The Constitution recently, Dr. 
Joseph Broughton, a prominent dentist, 
writes the following letter: 

“I notice in your morning paper of 
December 12 an article on ‘Free Dental 
Clinic.’ I am heartily in favor of the 
movement, and will say that I shall 
be glad to give two hours per week, 
or help in any way to relieve the con- 
ditions that exist in the mouths of the 
poor children. 

“Whether there is any organized ef- 
fort or not, I shall be glad to give time 
to assist in the filling of children’s 
teeth, or anything necessary that may 
be sent to mé by anyone who will cer- 
tify to the worthiness of the case.”

Cambridge, Mass., December 16.— 
Hugo Munsterberg, distinguished psy- 
chologist, author and professor of psy- 
chology and director of the psycholog- 
ical laboratory of Harvard university, 
died suddenly in a class room at Rad- 
cliffe college today. 

Professor Munsterberg had begun a 
lecture on elementary psychology be- 
fore sixty young women. He had talked 
half an hour when. he 
stretched his hand toward the desk as 
though to steady himself. 

Before anyone could reach him he had 
fallen and was unconscious when Dr. 
Harold FE. Burtt, an instructor, sprang 
to his side. Death came in twenty 
minutes. 

Professor Munsterberg had appeared 
to be in his usual health, and on last 
Monday deliveréd an address on “The 
Psychology of Business.” 

Well known in educational circles for 
many years, Professor Munsterberg be- 
came prominent publicly soon after the 
great war began. A German by birth, 
he presented in addresses and in writ- 
ten articles the attitude of the Teu- 
tonic allies as he understood it. Grad- 
tally he came to be regarded as a 
spokesman in New England for many 
Germans and others who favored Ger- 
many. Asa result he was brought into 
controversies with other members of 
the Harvard faculty who were out- 
spoken in the defense of the allies. 

Prefessor Munsterberg leaves a wid- 
ow and a daughter. 

The funeral will be held at the family 
residence Monday afternoon. Rev. 
Adolph A. Berle, a close friend of Pro- 
fessor Munsterberg, will officiate at the 
services, which will be in the German 
language. Professor George F. Moore, 
of Harvard, will deliver a eulogy. 

Mr. Berle said the body would be cre- 
mated in accordance with the wish of 
Professor Munsterberg and that event- 
ually the ashes would be shipped to 
Germany, 

Professor Munsterberg was born in 
Danzig, Germany, in 1863, and after dis- 
tinguished work as an educator in Ger- 
many, came to Harvard in 1892 as pro- 
fessor of psychology. In 1910 he re- 
turned to Germany as Harvard ex- 
change professor at the University of 
Berlin. Next year he organized and 
became the head of the Amerika Instl- 
tute of the German government. At 
the expiration of his term as exchange 
professor in 1912 he resumed his work 
at Harvard. He was made president 
of the American Psychological asso- 
ciation in 1908. At the time of his death 
he was president of the Boston German 
association. 

Mrs. Munsterberg was formerly Miss 
Zelma Oppler, of Strassburg, Germany. 
They were married in 1887. 

For twenty years Professor Munster- 
berg had written extensively on psy- 
cho philosophical and scientific 
subjects. 

Professor Robert M. Yerkes, an assist- 
ant in the department of psychology at 
Harvard, of which Professor Munster- 
berg was the head, said death proba- 
bly was due to cerebral hemorrhage. 


LAST MESSAGE 
OF MUNSTERBERG. 

New York, December 16.—The last 
public message of Professor Munster- 
berg, who died suddenly today in his 
classroom in Cambridge, Mass., con- 
tains a vision of peace and good will, 
anda in it the writer indicated that he 
believed such a peace wus near. The 
message was sent to a weekly maga- 
zine here and made public today upon 
receipt of the news of his death. 

“After the war,’’ the message says, 
‘no trace will remain; those who hated 
most rg A will forget most quickly. 
Men will look one another in the face 
with astonishment; the spell will be 
broken. They simply will not believe 
that they could misjudge and maltreat 
their friends so grossly. The subtle 
power of our mind to forget will be- 
come mankind’s blessing. As soon as 
peace is secured we shall keep peace, 
not only by the harsh method of en- 
forcing it, but by the hundred times 
better method of making it natural. 
And it can become natural because al}! 
the scorn of today will fall off like 
the scab of a healing wound. Unless 
all psychological signs deceive us@@ft- 
er this war ends peace will reaHV be 
lasting—and I feel sure the end of the 
war is near, the world Christmas tree 
will be yee somorrow, the fra- 
grange of its candles already pervades 
the world.”

Southern Debatice Will Be 
Given’ Opportunity to Ap- 
pear in Pictures as the 
Result of a New and Novel 
Film Contest. 


In order to exploit. what it terms 
“the most. precious asset of the south- 
east—the grace and beauty of its 
young womanhood,” the management 
of the Southeastern Land Show, to be 
held in the Auditorium February 1-15, 
inclusive, has decided to film, during 
the early days of the show, the most 
beautiful and popular young woman in 
each of the cities and towns of the 
four states embraced in the purview 
of the land show, who shall have been 
so voted by her respective townspeo- 
ple. 

Tentative plans for the bringing 
about of this were decided upon by the 
land show management in the course of 
a scries of meetings held during the 
week to devise ways and means of 
swelling the attendance at the land 
show to the maximum. 

The opportunity to pose for the mov- 
‘les is to be given the young women of 
the southeast under the auspices of a 
film contest, new ang at once unique in 
detail, since nothing like it ever. has 
been essayed, and it is to be more 
comprehensive in scope than any ap- 
proximately similar enterprise: ever 
undertaken in the south, if. anywhere 
in the United States. 


Popularity Centest. 

Roughly, and subject to alteration 
before being definitely fixed, the plans 
as blocked out may be summarized as 
follows: 

The “film contest committee,” to be 
appointed early this week from the 
membership of the executive committee 
of the land show, will arrange at once 
with one—and only one—motion pic- 
ture théater in each town in each of the 
four states to hold, beginning from date 
and continuing until January 20, a sort 
of “popularity contest,” to participate 
in which every young woman and girl 
in the respective towns and cities will 
be eligible. 

The land show management will ar- 
range with the theater to be desig- 
nated in each city or town to give 
during the contest a coupon to each 
person entering the theater, the cou- 
pon to entitle the holder thereof to 
one vote in the contest. Of course, the 
number of entrants to the contest will 
not be limited, further than that the 
entrant must be a resident of the town 
or city in which she is in the compe- 
tition. 

On January 20 each

Must Attend Show. 


These winning young women, hav- 
ing survived in elimination contests in 
the various cities, will be invited to 
come to Atlanta, and in order to “get 
on the screen” they must attend the 
land show upon its opening night, and 
upon that night the photographing will 
commence. 

Arrangements are under way for the 
fitting-up of the Auditorium stage by 
a prominent New York theatrical stage 
director, who is to arrange it in such 
a manner as to make of it an exact 
duplicate of the most modern motion 
picture studio stage in California. Six 
powerful night lamps, each costing 
$250, are to be instailed for the pur- 
pose of taking the pictures of the voted 
beauties of the south, 

It is expected that no fewer than 
250 young women and girls will have 
passed the requirements requisite to 
their being filmed, and the land show 
management expects to be able to 
photograph probably fifty each evening 
until the list shall be exhausted, devot- 
ing about a minute or a minute and a 
half to each subject, who is to be per- 
mitted to dress for the occasion, accord- 
ing to her own tastes without any sug- 
gestion from any quarter of the man- 
agement, and she will be permitted ta 
pose before the lens just as her fancy 
might dictate. ; 

When all the subjects shall have 
been filmed, all of the films will be 
projected privately before one of the 
most expert and authentic film-sub- 
jects experts in the country—from New 
York or Los Angeles—who will be the 
sole judge.

The National Association Opposed to 


Woman Suffrage, now five years old, 
representing twenty-five states, held 
|its first national convention in Wash- 
ington on the 7th and 8th of December. 
It was composed of a splendid body of 
brilliant, home-loving women, handed 
together to protect their rights to be 
exempt from political and state duties 
and to be left to attend the duties of 
women, which they find sufficient to 
occupy them.

When she 
was turned over Friday morning for 
the return to Atlanta ‘she was running 
just the same with the exhaust pop- 
ping as true as six cylinders can run. 

Starting for Knoxville for a record 
run back to Atlanta, Messrs. George 
and Wright left at noon in the little! 
ear, which is the same they used in 
setting records to Chattanooga and 
Jacksonville in July. The difference 
now is that it has been cut down to @ 
racer-runabout, with no top, no fend- 
ers, and no windshield. This left the 
driver and mechanic open to the ele- 
ments, and shortly after they passed 
Cartersville they ran into a flurry of 
snow. The cold was intense and bit 
right through to the skin, but the in- 
trepid pair kept to their job and the 
little car hummed incessantly and » 
proudly as they made mile after mile, 
at 40 to 55 miles per hour through the 
light snow. Each was wrapped and 
bundled as well a's possible, but the, 
great speed, added to the weather, 
made them suffer tortures. 

Missed Road in Snow. 

Undaunted by the trying conditions, 
they plunged on and on until they shot 
past Dalton like a comet, The snow 
and sleet was getting heavier with 
each mile, however, and the pair were 
fooled by a turn in the road. Instead 
of swinging on to Knoxville they. 
struck the Rome road. With undimin- 
ished speed they hurried through the 
sleet, with conditions becoming worse 
and worse every minute, until they hit | 
the outskirts of Rome, when they 
turned back for Dalton. Arriving there. 
in sleet that. was blinding, they rested 
by a warm stove for half an hour, 
when they shot their car back towards 
Calhoun. Their daverage at this time 
had been a little over 40 miles per 
hour, but darkness overwhelmed them | 
as they started south from Dalton.

The artistic not the money value is 
the premium put upon jeweiry today, 
and the miniature painter cannot dis- 
cuss with more eloquence the lights 
and shades and grades of the picture 
he has just finished than can the artist

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A system of vocational guidance, out- 
lined by the vocational guidance de- 
partment of the clearing house for em- 
ployment, of which George b. Halsey 
is manager, and the puppose of which 
is to do all it can to help place young 
men and young women in all walks of 
life in vocations where they can be 
successful and happy, has been aaopted 
by the faculty of the Georgia Scnool oi 
Technology at their last meeting and 
is now in operation at the school. 

Due to the fact that “the average 
student about tu graduate from high 
school or college has very little idea, 
either of his own qualifications neces- 
sary for success in the various Voca~ 
tions, he takes what,looks to him as 
the best opening he can get at the time, 
and if he fails here, moves on to an- 
other, and another job, until he finally 
secures one where he can stick, whether 
or not this be his best work.” This con- 
dition,” says Mr. Halsey, ‘seriously 
lowers the community efficiency and 
means financial loss both to the young 
man and to his employers.” 

Halsey Explains Plan. 

Mr. Halsey, who has been lecturing 
to the students at Tech for some time, 
and who outlined tne plan in vogue, 
has explained some features of the 
same as follows: 

“We plan occasionally to invite a 
man who has made a success of some 
ene vocation to come and tell all he 
can about that vocation; its opportun- 
Sties and drawbacks, the qualities nec- 
essary for success, and how to get the 
necessary training. Several after- 
noons in the year can be spent with 
profit by the senior class in visiting 

me of the large banks, department 
stores, factories and shops of Atlanta. 
Anything that broadens the students’ 
knowledge of the ‘work-a-day world 
is of value. 

“While this counsel is of great value, 

there is need of more than just this. 
Each pupil will be given the opportun- 
ity to talk over his own problem pri- 
vately, with a counselor” specially 
trained for each work. This individual 
counsel will not be based upon the 
opinion of any one person, no matter 
how well this person may have known 
the student, nor how skillful be may 
be in ‘sizing up’ people. 
“Bach teacher under whom the pupil 
comes as he passes through school 
learns many things about him that 
would help in the vocational choice, 
but about the only part of this infor- 
mation we get with our present sys- 
tem is mereiy the record of how well 
he does in his arithmetic, spelling, al- 
gebra, ete. While these things are 
valuable to the vocational counselor, 
much more is needed. Obviously, it 
would be impractical for each teacher 
to write out a long description of each 
pupil. This would not only take up 
too much of the teacher’s time, but 
would also clog the files with a vast 
bulk of material which would prove of 
no great value, because of the difficul- 
ty in workingy it down to a concise 
form. 

“Some way of getting this same in- 
formation, but getting it in such form 
that. it could easily be reduced to work- 
able size is necessary. And to meet this 
need, we have designed a system based 
on the following principles: 

Kight Main Groups. 

‘There are a very large number of 
variables which go to make up the 
character of any one person, but the 
more important that bear on the choice 
of a vocation may be divided into eight 
groups as follows: 

1. Mental-scientific; or ability to analyze 
a@ problem, to grasp ‘each sybjects as ad- 
vanced mathematics, chemistry, physics, etc. 

® Mental-literary; or ability to use good 
English, to write and speak in a clear, force- 
ful manner, and to learn other languages 
easily. 

3. Mental-calewation: or ability to mul- 
tiply, divide, add and subtract rapidly and 
accurately. 

4. Manual; or skill with tools, ability to 
do things with the hands. 

5. Executive and organizing; or leadership 
ability, the faculty of taking the lead in 
work, 
school, in church or elsewhere. 

6. Commercial; or skill at 
selling, business and financial 
erally. 

7. Social; or ability to mix well with peo- 
ple of all classes, to make friends quick- 
iy, #te. 

”'s. Religious; or inclination toward church 
work and religious and philanthropic ac- 
tivities. ll 

“While, of course, the most, if not all, 
of these variables must be developed 
to some extent for any large measure 
of success in any vocation, yet each vo- 
cation calls for the different groups in 
varving amounts. 

“It is by no means the purpose of the 
Clearing House tor Employment to do 
nothing more than give counsel to the 
pupil as to his best work, but an at- 
tempt will be made to actually secure 
for the high school and college grad- 
uates, positions in the kind of work 
recommended.”

Foremost in every toy shop in At- 
lanta, and in the minds of practically 
every Atlanta boy, is the war spirit. 
And the war spirit finds itself evidenc- 
ed in the Christmas creations which 


grace the many windows and shops of 
the city. 

Filled with guns of every descrip- 
tion, miniature cannons and bristling 
with tin bayonets, the displays pre- 
sent an appalling sight. The little tin 
soldier, monarch of them all, stands 
guard while the envious eye of the At- 
lanta boy pictures bloody fields, gal- 
lant charges and even death—but vic- 
tory in some dream world.

But the retail grocer seems to be 
the one who is hardest hit by this con- 
dition, for he not only has, as every 
other man of family, his own family 
expenses raised, but his stock has gone 
beyond the limit of his financial abil- 
ity to keep up, that is in many instan- 
ces, and he realizes that his customers 
are not able to pay the present high 
prices and are therefore selling on a 
margin of profit that does not cover 
their cost of doing ‘business. 

The present high price of coal was 
brought up and a member who is in 
position to know said he does not be- 
lieve that there is any shortage in coal 
at the mines nor any shortage in cars, 
but knows coal is up 100 per cent at 
the mines and that you can get all you 
want by paying the price. 

The cause is, therefore, not with the 
retailers either in groceries, dry goods 
or coal, the cause lies back of them. 
The federal government, through the 
federal grand jury, is now investigat- 
ing these troubles in Chicago.

Each association will buy paper and sup- 
plies for all of its members in large quanti- 
ties. They will also reach definite agree- 
ment as to the future subscription price of 
the weekly paper, and, perhaps, also, as to 
what increase is necessary in advertising 
rates. ; 

In view of the conditions which largely 
increased prices for paper and supplies have 
brought upon them there was no other 
course for the weekly papers to adopt. It 
is more than likely that the subscription 
rate will be advanced from a dollar to a 
dollar and a half a year, a conservative in- 
crease, when it is considered in many cases 
in other sections weekly publications have 
already gone to two dollars a year, or have 
given notice that they will do so.

UNCLE SAM, BOOZE AGENT. 

Under the caption, “Murders at Two 
Cents Each,” The Waycross Journal-Herald 
last week ran a dynamic editorial, full as an 
egg-shell of uncontrovertible argument 
against the booze agent attitude of Uncle 
Sam, exemplified in federal sufferance of 
the use of the mails for the circulation of 
liquor advertisements and the luring litera- 
ture of the whisky interests in prohibition 
territory. Says The Journal-Herald: 


Men are daily starving, freezing, dy- 
ing of gunshot wounds and stabs or kick- 
ing their lives away at the end of ropes 
because of a system which yields the 
liquor mail-order houses about $4 per 
gallon profit on whisky and which yields 
the United States, in addition to the reve- 
nue, the price of a two-cent postage 
stamp. 


Then follows specific citations of two 
horrible tragedies, retold from the day’s 
news reports, illustrating concretely the 
point raised, and the editor asks: 


Will congress sit still while liquor 
dealers offer premiums to rural mail car- 
riers for “lists of boys” who may be in- 
duced to begin the drink habit? 

Will congress sit still while liquor 
dealers are using the mails to place drink 
invitations into the hands of persons 
of all ages and both sexes? 

Will congress sit still while drink 
sellers advertise that they will’ship drug 
poisons in deceptive packages, thus facil- 
itating their reception by small boys and 
girls and adolescents? 

, Will congress sit still while decent cit- 
izens are subjected to the burning an- 
noyance of liquor solicitation? 


In view of the fact that—be it said to the 
everlasting honor of Senator Hoke Smith 
and Congressman William Schley Howard, 
and to Georgia’s glory and signal distinc- 
tion—in the United States senate and house 
of representatives are pending bills intended 
directly and absolutely to correct this 
shameful situation; and in view of the fur- 
ther fact that more than half of the states 
of the American union are now individually 
“dry” or will be as soon as publicly in- 
dorsed laws can take effect—“dry” in so far 
as the states themselves can ordain—but 
one answer, and that a negative one, can 
apply to the foregoing pertinent questions. 

Of course Uncle Sam can stop this mis- 
use of the mails—just as he could and did 
stop the employment of them for purposes 
of serving the Louisiana lottery. 

And there is every reason to hope and 
believe that congress will put an end to the 
nuisance because, if for no other reason, 
public sentiment on the subject has reached 
such a point that every congressman must 
realize, regardless of his personal predilec- 
tions, that it would be mighty ticklish busi- 
ness to vote against it. The majority of the 
“folks back home” want real, sure-enough 
prohibition, and the lawmakers in Washing- 
ton know it. 

And there you are! 


A SEA FOOD DAY. 

Maryland is agitating the question of 
establishing a “water foods day,” to direct 
attention more to the importance and value 
of sea foods and their relation to the sub- 
sistence problem. 

In spite of the fact that there are now 
days to commemorate or direct attention to 
most everything else, there are still a few 
open days left in the year; so why shouldn’t 
one of them be given over to oysters and 
fish and shrimp and lobsters and the other 
good things that come from the waters? 

As a matter of fact, they are popular 
enough to have several days given over to 
them. In some of the church regulations 
there are fifty-two Fridays devoted to sea 
foods now, and there might be found any 
number of families who give two or three 
days in the week to them. But, speaking 
of the proposal to set apart a special day 
to the consideration of water foods, The 
Baltimore American says: 


It is an all right idea to have one day 
set apart annually on which patriotic 
Americans—and patriotic Marylanders 
especially—will feast upon something 
that comes out of the water. And it is 
an all right idea, too, that there should 
be at least one day in which every school 
of the state will make a specialty of di- 
recting attention to the value of water 
foods in the solution of the always para- 
mount subsistence problem. The water- 
food problem, even now, is being handled 
in much the same primitive way that the 
cavemen and the lake dwellers handled it. 


The particular idea in establishing a spe- 
cial day to arouse interest in sea foods is, 
of course, to encourage their conservation. 
This perhaps applies more to the oyster 
than anything else, because being an im- 
mobile sea praduct, he is capable of cultiva- 
tion. Water foods day would, therefore, be 
devoted largely to the production of more 
and better oysters. 

But there are other phases of the prob- 
lem which might well be brought into it. 
The national bureau of fisheries is engaged, 
among other things, in disseminating infor- 
mation upon the value and cheapness of 


| many kinds of sea foods, and the application, 


through their use, of the conservation prin- 
ciple to the cost of living. 

While some of the rarer fish are ex- 
pensive, the staple varieties are compara- 
tively cheap. With food values in many 
instances equal to those of meat, the price 
of fish has advanced very little, if any, in 


| comparison with the advances noted in other

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AN OLD ATLANTA NEWSPAPER 
ONCE EDITED BY HENRY W. 
I have been handed a copy of the old At- 
lanta Herald, of May 1, 1873. At the mast- 
head are the names of Henry W. Grady, Alex 
St. Clair-Abrams and R. A. Alston, as editors. 
The paper is a journalistic curiosity as com- 
pared with the daily newspapers of today. 
It contains only four pages, with eight col- 
umns to the page. There are no big scare 
headlines and not a single illustration. 

: The paper claimed to have the largest 
circulation in the state. The Herald lasted 
only a few years, when it was “absorbed” by 
The Atlanta Constitution, Mr. Grady becom- 
ing an editor of that paper. 


FIRST SCHOOL HOUSE IN ATLANTA 

WAS ALSO FIRST CHURCH BUILDING 

Fifty-two years ago a smAll log house 
stood on the triangular lot where is now the 
Peck building, directly opposite the Candler 
building. It was first school house and first 
church building erected in Atlanta. This 
little unpretentious log house was one of the 
most historical buildings in the city. Its 
erection marked an epoch in the history of 
Atlanta. 

The log house had a chimney at each end, 
a front door, and two windows in the rear 
and two in the front. It was erected after a 
meeting of citizens. The list of those who 
Subscribed the money is as follows, and it 
contains the names of some of the old pio-

OLD STATE CAPITOL BUILDING 
WAS ERECTED AS AN OPERA HOUSE 

There once stood on the southwest corner 
of Marietta and Forsyth streets a four-story 
building which had a very noted career. It 
was Atlanta’s first opera house, the first cap- 
itol building in Atlanta, and one of the ear- 
liest large office buildings in the city. 

In 1868 H. I. Kimball, whose name is now 
borne by one of the largest hotels in the 
city, erected on the corner named a four- 
story brick building, with the main entrance 
on Forsyth street before the bridge was 
built. Over this entrance there was a tower 
and a clock. The building was intended as 
an opera house, but when the capital was 
moved to Atlanta from Milledgeville it was 
made the state capitol until the present 
state house was built. 

The governors who served when this 
building was the state capitol were R. B. 
Bulloch, Benjamin Conley, James M. Smith, 
Alfred H. Colquitt, James A. Boynton and 
Henry McDaniel. 


ATLANTA’S ONLY PLEASURE RESORT 
WAS ONCE PONCE DE LEON SPRING 

Thirty-five years ago -Atlanta’s only 
pleasure resort was Ponce de Leon Spring, 
located across the street from the present 
baseball park. In 1874 the spring was a 
fountain of pure, gushing water at the foot 
ofa hill. The place was reached then by a 
country road. Later a horse-car line was 
built to the spring. 

It was believed that the water from the 
spring possessed some sort of wonderful 
curative powers, and people went to the 
Place for miles around to carry the water 
away in jugs. The spring was named after 
Juan Ponce de Leon (pronounced Pontha da- 
Laon), a noted Spaniard, who was born in 
1740. 

There is still water in the old spring, but 
it is no longer used for drinking purposes. 


HISTORIC OLD CHURCH BELL 
STILL RINGING IN ATLANTA 
There is ringing in Atlanta today a Meth- 
odist church bell that has been ringing every 
Sabbath for more than fifty years; it rang 
for Sunday worship when Atlanta was a vil- 
lage; it rang during the war, when soldiers 
were called to duty; it rang after the war 
during the reconstruction period, when riot

calls were made; it rang long after to give 
| alarm of fires; it kept on ringing for good 
Georgia Methodists to hear the gospel 
preached: and it is still ringing today. 

It was the first bell in the old Wesley 
chapel, erected on Peachtree street, near the 
corner of Houston; it was placed in the old 
irst Methodist church, where now stands 
the Candler building; and it was removed to 
the handsome new church on Peachtree 
street. 


BURNING OF MARKHAM HOUSE 
RECALLS HISTORY OF OLD HOTELS 

One of the most noted hotels in Atlanta 
was known as the Markham house, and it 
stood at the east end of Wall street and near 
the railroad depot. It was destroyed a few 
years ago in one of the most disastrous fires 
that ever visited the city. 

The hotel was built by William Markham 
in 1875. Mr. Markham was one of the city’s 
pioneers. : 

In the past there had been a small frame 
hostelry known as the Atlanta hotel. Then 
came the celebrated Trout house, the Wilson 
house and other before-the-war hotels. 

On the site occupied by the Markham house 
there was erected before the war a store- 
house by Collins & Lloyd. This building was 
afterwards converted into a hotel, and was 
called “Washington Hall.” Mr. Lloyd lived 
in the hotel and the street on which it was 


located was named Lloyd after him. The 
street is now known as Central avenue. 
“Washington Hall” was torn down to give 
place to the Markham house, which was re- 
garded at that time as a very elegant and 
stately affair. It is referred to in a history 
of Old Atlanta as “a most costly building.” 


WHAT COUNCILMAN C. L. ASHLEY 
HAS DONE FOR THE CHILDREN 

Unless Councilman Claude L. Ashjey can 
be persuaded to continue his talks to the 
school children after his term of office ex- 
pires on January 1, there will be many thou- 
sands of disappointed young people in At- 
lanta. 

Councilman Ashley blazed a new way as 
a city official and in its wake has been left 
the happy hearts of thousands of delighted 
children. For the past two years he made 
talks in the schools on subjects that were 
highly interesting and vitally important in 
the education of the child. Among his sub- 
jects were the following: 

“Submarine and Torpedoes,” “Electricity,” 
“Wireless Telegraphy,” “Plant Life,” “An- 
cient History,” “Bird Life,” “The Beavers and 
Their Homes,” ‘The Indians of Georgia,” 
“The Development of the Ship,” “The Devel- 
opment of the Balloon and Airship,” “The 
Relations Between the War and the High 
Cost of Living,” “The History of the Do- 
mestic Cat.” 

During the past year Mr. Ashley missed 
lecturing only three days at the schools. He 
has visited all the schools and is the most 
widely known andthe most popular city offi- 
cial among the school children in Atlanta. 


REMARKABLE DIARY OF TRAVELS 
THAT WAS KEPT BEFORE THE WAR 

I have been shown the copy of a diary 
kept before the war by Dr. Taliaferro Dil- 
lard, of Burke county, Georgia. Dr. Dillard 
is the father of Mrs. W. H. Carter, whose 
husband is with The Constitution. She was 
a Miss Carrie Carswell Dillard. She prizes 
the old diary of her father as a very precious 
souvenir. 

In the diary Dr. Dillard tells of his trav- 
els through this country, most of which was 
made by stage-coach. The diary begins with 
the date August 1, 1859. At 12 o’clock that 
night he arrived in Atlanta, where he re- 
mained six or eight hours. He must not 
have been very favorably impressed with the 
young town, for he says: 

“Atlanta is a hard place with bad hotels.”’ 

From Atlanta he went to Chattanooga, 
thence westward and into Canada. He vis- 
ited Washington and then returned home. 
He was many months making a trip which 
would now require only a few days. 


State College of Agriculture 
Announces a Short Course 


For Farmers January 3 to 14. 


Editor Constitution: The boll weevil has 
infested a large part of Georgia and is ap- 
parently spreading with great rapidity. You 
are aware of the damage it has wrought in 
some parts of the state where it has already 
become well established. In spite of all 
study and effort put forth by entomolgists 
the only successful means of combating 
weevil damage is through the institution of 
better methods of farm practice in which thor- 
ough soil preparation, intelligent and skill- 
ful fertilization, the selection and planting 
of early maturing varieties of cotton, the 
growth of home supplies, the maintenance 
of an ever-increasing number of-live stock 
must be emphasized. Just in proportion as 
this is done will the damage from the boll 
weevil be successfully minimized in Georgia. 

There is not a citizen, therefore, who is 
not interested in this campaign of educa- 
tion now being waged by the State College 
of Agriculture for the dissemination of con- 
crete knowledge which will enable the farm- 
ers of Georgia to transform their farm prac- 
tice in the shortest time possible. It is a 
tremendous task, yet it can be accomplished 
if all the forces concerned join hands. 

The college has led the vanguard of this 
fight, and in order to aid most effectively in 
the crisis by which we are now confronted, 
this institution is planning to hold a great 
boll weevil conference at Athens for ten 
days during January. It is our desire to have 
representative farmers from every section 
of the state attend these meetings, for no 
personal gain to the institution, but that 
the college may be made to serve the state 
more thoroughly and send back to every 
community a number of men fully informed 
with regard to the boll weevil and the plans 
which must be put into immediate practice 
to lessen its damage. Georgia should not 
abandon cotton growing, but unless different 
methods are followed at once from those 
now in vogue, the weevil promises to de- 
stroy vast areas planted to cotton. 

Is it not becoming, therefore, to ask your 
active co-operation in securing the attend- 
ance of a representative group of farmers 


| upon these courses that they may learn how 


best to fight the weevil? It will only cost 
about $25, including railroad fare, to come 
from the remotest part of the state and at- 
tend these courses since the railroads have 
made special rates. With your co-operation 
we believe we can instruct five hundred to 
one thousand farmers this winter and set in

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The National Zoological Park 
At Washington Once a Part 
Of the Smithsonian Institation 


Just twenty-five years ago a congres- 
sional act placed the tract of land purchased 
the previous year for a national zoological 
park, under the direction of the Smithsonian 
Institution. This land, comprising about 167 
acres, in what is known as the Rock Creek 
valley, is located a short distance beyond 
the confines of the city of Washington. Here 
are housed and corralled nearly 1,400 animals, 
birds and reptiles from all parts of the world, 
under the care of Dr. Frank Baker, super- 
intendent. - 

The Washington zoo, as it is properly 
Known, is the outgrowth of a small collec- 
tion of living animals which, for several! 
years, had been assembled in sheds and 
paddocks adjacent to the Smithsonian build- 
ing in the Mall, where they were kept pri- 
marily for scientific study, although they 
were a constant source of interest to the 
public. Dr. Samuel Pierpont Langley, the 
then secretary of the institution, however, 
desired to improve matters, both for the an- 
imals themselves and the public, and con- 
sequently undertook to interest congress in 
a national zoological park, with the result 
mentioned above. 

His selection of a location was the one 
finally chosen by congress. It would be im- 
possible to find in this latitude a situation 
better adapted to the preservation of wild 
animals, combining, as it does, exposures of 
every variety—sunny slopes and cool, shady 
hillsides, level meadows and rocky cliffs— 
affording an abundance of excellent water, 
and sufficiently near the city to make it 
easily accessible to the public. 

A Playground fer Children. 

The act establishing the park declared 
one of its purposes to be the “instruction 
and recreation of the people,’ which it serves 
admirably; thousands of children make it 
their playground, babies dig in the sand- 
boxes or sleep in the pleasant shade, smal! 
children wade in the creek and play on the 
rocks, older ones play ball and tennis on the 
lawns in summer, and skate on the ponds 
in winter, while all ages picnic in the shady 
woods. Schools come en masse to pursue 
their nature studies, and teachers to ex- 
tend their knowledge of the wild birds, an- 
imals and plants of the region. On Faster 
Monday, a very popwlar holiday in Wash- 
ington, countless adults and children flock 
there to indulge in the pastime of egg-ro!!- 
ing. The park vies for popularity with the 
white house grounds on this occasion. Last 
year the visitors on Easter Monday num- 
bered 57,000. 

Most of the buildings are grouped within 
a comparatively small area on a hill located 
in the central part of the park. The largest 
is the lion house, which contains most 
the large cats. There are represented speci- 
mens of the lion, tiger, puma, leopard, jagua, 
lynx, serval and ocelot, and many other in- 
teresting animals. 

Behind the lion house is the monkey house 
where some forty monkeys of various spe- 
cies maintain a continuous vaudeville show to 
the great joy of the visitors. One of the 
most mischievous of this tribe is a mandril! 
named “Napper.” He stands in the front 
part of his cage apparently bored and list- 
less, but if an unwary visitor attempts to 
arouse him by thrusting out an umbrella or 
a hat, he becomes active instantly, and seiz- 
ing the object in his powerful hands, he tears 
it to pieces. In spite of the watchfulness 
of his keeper, he has to his discredit the 
destruction of 59 umbrellas and over 60 hats, 
among Which is a policeman’s helmet, 

Aviary Contains 700 Birds. 

Near at hand is the bird house which. 
with a large flight aviary built over a wood- 
ed stream, and some smaller ones, confine 
nearly 700 birds, including 172 different spe- 
cies. There is another good-sized building 
known as the antelope house, wherein gre 
to be seen many specimens of this animal! 
in various’ forms and sizes. There the 
bontebok, the hartebeest, the waterbuck 
the gnu, and the great ox-like eland, the 
largest of them all, together with fleet-fvoot- 
ed gazelles, many of which are killed in the 
east to obtain their skins. for water sacks 
One gazelle from India, with peculiar spiral!

Amer- 
ica’s antelope, the prong-horn, differs fro;

species in general appearances and habits 
There are also specimens of the chamois, ani 
many goats, and deer. Houses and yards fo: 
the elephants, hippopotami, tapirs, zebras 
and American Bison are situated along the 
road to the north of the antelope house. 

Just across the main driveway, toward 
the west, are the main inclosures for the 
bears which include 12 different kinds, and 
28 individuals from climes stretching from 
the pole to the equator. Other bear dens are 
located against a cliff on the southern side 
of the park. 

In the valley below are the kennels for 
the wolves, foxes and dogs. There also dre 
located the sea-lion and beaver pools,’and in- 
closures for the otter. On the eastern bank 
of Rock creek are to be seen the water-fow!, 
and elk, and on the western the paddocks 
of the llamas, Camels and yak are located. 

Cages for “Out-of-Doors” Animals, 

Along the main pathways are cages con- 
taining animals so hardened to changes of 
climate that they can remain out all win- 
ter. Not all the animals and birds of the 
park are kept in confinement; many squir- 
rels, rabbits and racoons run free, and flocks 
of wild turkeys, coveys of partridges and 
many peacocks wander at will all over the 
reservation. " 

The total number of animals in the park 
on June 30, last, was 1,362, representing 340 


different species. Of mammals, there are 
604, birds 697, and reptiles 61. During the 
year there were 95 individuals born and 
hatched in the park, and to those native 
born citizens were added about 230 more 
through purchase, exchange and gift. The 
annual loss through death, exchange and re- 
turns, averages about the same as the acces- 
sions, leaving the total number of inhabi- 
tants in the park nearly the same the year 
round. 

Recent improvements have been the fit- 
ting up the quarters for the elephants, hip- 
popotami, tapirs, camels, wolves and the 
building of breeding pens for the mink, a 
comparatively new feature conducted in co- 
operation with the department of agricul- 
ture. The latest plans include the construc- 
tion of a hospital where all the diseased 
animals and birds will be segregated, and

“Watch vour kitchen! ” 

Now this advice was not intended exclusively for the woman who has to 
cook three meals a day in her kitchen. It does not mean the so-called poor 
woman, or the woman who has to do her own work. 

It means every woman who has a home in the central south today; every

\s she stated herself, she learned in a few days time the meaning of

woman who has the responsibility of a home, whether it is one for which many | 


servants are required to keep up its elegance, or whether there is only one} 


servant in the home. The woman still has the responsibility of the kitchen. 
Whether she likes it or not, whether she believes it is a question of whether 
she has a “right” to go or not to go to the kitchen—as long as men and 


women marry and live together, the woman, not the man, ‘is supposed to look | 


after the kitchen. If she does not, and he does, one suspects the woman of 
having short hair, and the man of having long hair, and neither one is a 


lovable type. 


NOT THE 
SMART WOMAN. 


Now there is the impression that the intellectual woman, or the club 
woman, or the so-called advanced woman, or the woman socially active, and 
those called upon to do a great deal of public work, are necessarily the ones 
who neglect their homes and who do not watch the kitchen. Yet the very 
women who do the public and philanthropic work, because of their very ability 
have first made a success of home, and it will be found that they keep a 
directing eye on their kitchens, and in the emergency can g0 into their kitchen 
and actually do their own work if they are called upon. 

It will not require an organized survey to know that the women who most 
neglect their kitchens are not the ones doing too much church work or club 
work or public work, but rather the women who are doing nothing at all 
except running after a fleeting something they call pleasure. They do not 
watch their kitchens or anything else, but just traipse the streets at all hours 
of the day, meeting one another in shops and movies, gossiping and going to 
every semi-social entertainment for charity or anything else that will take 
them out of the home for their pleasure, but never going to the trouble of 
entertaining anybody in their homes. They believe that the purpose of the 
home is for them to sleep there, say they have it, hire some untrained woman 
to do the work, and then tell you if remonstrated with that “they have H 
right to live their own lives their own way.” These are the women who talk 
most about the high cost of living, who do their ordering over the telephones 
or through a slip-shod servant, who do not stay home long enough to see 
whether the things are delivered or not. Then at the end of the month when 
the man who has had to eat his only comfortable meals ugtown, naturally 
kicks against the bill, and the woman weepingly declares: ‘It’s the high cost 
cf living.” And sometimes the man believes it. 

Then will ery this gentle, shrinking creature: - ‘I can't see why those club 
women who are always pretending to know more than others, do not ane a 
hand in this matter of the high cost, also in the matter of better servants.’ 

And the man apt as not will think so, too, and criticise the boldness of 
club women in their expressions for public good, and scorn the society women 


he sees giving large entertainments, for which large numbers of people are 


paid and employed. 
There are just aS many idle trifling women who are or not attending 


their jobs in the home as there are idle men, of whom we are told there are 
so many. They—these women-—cannot expect that the women who have 
learned how to be good housekeepers, who look after their respansibilities, 
can train their own servants and then train enough for the housekeeper who 
does not know how to direct a good servant if she has one, much less how to 
‘ays properly. 

Tce coeiaation of women cannot remedy one phase of this high cost 
of living—that which rests upon the woman who is supposed to look after the 
living. Nor can there be any more good servants than ee good house- 
keepers. Not only in the matter of the “high cost of living,” but that of the 
“servant problem,” too, the president of the City Federation of Clubs knew 
what she was talking about when she advised Ween nee the advice — 
extend far out of this community and into others—“Watch your kitchen!

THE REAL 

PROBLEM. 

“The people who furnish nearly al 
of the problems with which a state 
board of charities and corrections must 
deal are those who live on or over the 
edge of want. This is true the world 
over. But in the south the majority 
of this class are negroes,’ stated Mfrs. 
Hammond. “They are a tremendous 
charge upon the taxpayers of Georgia 
through our courts, jails and prisons 
alone, including, of course, our police 
system. In addition to this, every com- 
munity in the state in which there is 
finy systematic care of the poor pro- 
vides more or less lHberally for the 
care of the colored poor. Every south- 
ern state carries this burden, and if a 
State organization of charities and cor- 
rection is formed in Georgia it will be 
expected to study the problems of the 
negro pauper and the negro criminal 
at least sc far as to safeguard taxpay- 
ers and philanthropic organizations 
against unnecessary experse. 

“But there is one southern state which 
has developed, through its state board 
of charities and corrections, a broadly 
constructive policy in regard to its col- 
ored population, both law-abiding ana 
criminal: a policy already so successful 
and so fuil of promise for the future 
that it should be known throughout 
the south 

“Virginia has undertaken, not mere- 
ly a seientific treatment of her de- 
pendent and delinquent negroes, but 
has formulated as a definite policy of 
the state education of and co-operation 
with the well-to-do negroes in better- 
ment work among the poor and delin- 
quent of their race. The state board 
has only been organized seVen years; 


| 


but already this policy has resulted in 
the better class of negroes bearing a 
large part of the expense formerly 
borne by the state; and—a far more 
important matter—in such a salvage 
of human wreckagé and waste as is 
transforming hundreds of youthful ne- 


gro delinquents from a public menace 
to an asset of the state. 
“The policy of education 
visiting and inspection by the board of 
all negro benevolent inatitetions in the 


state, orphanages, old folks’ homes, set- | 


tlements, etc.; sympathetic encourage- 


ment and advice; and the regular re- | 


porting of all this work, by the ne- 
groes, at the annual public meetings of 
the board. A place is reserved, at 
these meetings, for all negroes inter- 
ested or engaged in social work: and 
the discussion of the various phases 
of the board’s work is educating and 
directing the better class of negroes 
to a more and more efficient assump- 
tion of their part of the S&tate’s bur- 


dens in caring for colored dependents | 


and delinquents.” 
A NEGRO’S 


WORTH. 
Mrs. Hammond declares: 


“The most revolutionary part of this | 


work was begun six years ago by a 
full-blooded negro lawyer, acting on 
his own initiative and at his own ex- 
ense. He began to get some of the 
firginia judges to suspend sentences 
on negro boys brought before the 
courts, and to commit them to his 
keeping. He took them to his home, 
clothed them, and kept them until he 
could place them out in good negro 
homes, where, after trial, the boys 
were legally adopted, the new parents 
guaranteeing religious training and a 
public school education for each boy, 

“So successful were these efforts 
that Dr. Mastin, state "secretary of 
charities and corrections, and Governor 
Mann, then governor of Virginia, be- 
came interested. They secured the 
passage of a law enabling Dr. Mastin 
to take out of the jails and prisons 
any colored boy of 15 or less and ‘dea! 
with him at his discretion.’ Since 
then such boys have been turned over 
to Walker, whose traveling expenses 
are now borne by the state, though he 
declines any salary for his services. 
He supervises all boys, even after 


|ing went up two or three years age 
The state has since appropriated $8,000 
for a second building. Last year the 
colored women’s clubs paid one-third 
of the running expenses of the institu- 
tion, and the state the remainder. 

“Following this same policy of educa- 
tion and co-operation, the Voluntéer 
Juvenile Protective association of Vi) 
ginia, fostered by the state board. en- 
courages negro volunteer probation 
workers among neglected colored chil 
dren in a number of Virginia cities. 
Ten such negro volunteer probation of- 
ficers are now giving their services. 
which are highly commended in Pp»: 
Mastin’s latest report. , 

“In Richmond the city Associated 
Charities follows this state policy. Re- 
lief to the negro poor is given through 
a well-organized negro association. 
with which a committee from the white 
association meets when necessary. 

“This policy has been found so bene- 
ficial that it has ‘spread to other ad: 
sartments of the state .covernment. One 
natance of this is found in the star: 
board of health. 

“Major Moton, formerly of Hampton. 
now Booker Washington's successor at 
Tuskegee, organized all the negro 
clubs, church, social and benefit socie- 
tiles of Virginia, whether for men oo) 
women, into a federation called th: 
Negro Organization society, whos: 
watchword is ‘Better homes, bette) 
churches, better schools, better farms.’ 
The moat notable work of the organi 
zation to date is for sanitation and 
hygiene among colored people. Durine 
‘Negro Health week’ last spring the 
organization distributed throughout thie 
state 40,000 copies of a pamphiet oo: 
negro health needs, which was pre 
pared by the officers of the organiza 
tion society, and printed at state ex- 
pense by the board of health. 

“The state board of education has 
also found it profitable to co-operate 
in ways too many to enumerate here: 
and in Norfolk the churches and the 
chamber of commerce are official): 
adopting a similar policy. 

“Phere are no lynchings fn Virginia, 
and little, if any, race friction,” d: 
clares Mra. Hammond, “Yet Virginis 
believes as truly as Georgia in the se 
cial separation of the races. The Vi: 
ginia negroes, taken in the mass, ar: 
much better educated than thé mass o'| 
Georgia negroes, of far greater vali: 
as a productive force, and a greate:

bor the ailing mother left with little ones to rear and support—the 
good world asks not what nation produced this suffering, but 
gives to those who need it, whether they fought on the one or the 
other side. 


Though there are people who will stop and waste the time to 
reproach those who do not give, we seldom hear of the man or 
woman who give too much, but there are those who give without 
thought, and to these the appeal is made this vear, that they think 
more about the gift and make it extend farther. 


| There is the type of man and woman who in a sort of intense 
'} idea of patriotism will declare when they hear of funds sent to 
| foreign relief: “No, why should we send relief abroad, when our 
poor need it at home, or we must send to the soldiers on the 
border?” , 

Now there is enough for the poor at home, the soldiers on the 
border, and still enough to help the foreign brothers of the war- 
stricken district. This is peculiarly the time when the world can 
prove its faith in the doctrine of the Fatherhood of God and the 
Brotherhood of Man to extend the love and the gift to the old 
world on the other side and still keep nothing from the family of 
the new world—our world still in the making! 

The real saving in this extension of giving comes in the 
thought which should direct the gift, for it would be a crimegi™ 
these days to give indiscriminately, or to Waste the smallest mite 
when every tenth of a cent is needed. It is the slovenly man or 
woman who: takes from his or her purse the sum of money and 
sends it the easiest way—with the care-free comment afterward: 
“Well, I have done my part; I gave what I could afford, and'no 
more can be expected.” 

That gift is purely to self, to gratify self, with the idea that 
self has been relieved of all responsibility; therefore self can be 
reasonably happy. Not only is self not in the end happy after this 
mode of giving and not loving, but the giver never realizes the 
real happiness that “the gift 1s to the giver and comes back most 
to him.” Ree

Due to Tragedies in 19th Century. 


Whatever may be the truth of his guilt

Duke Ernest, after the death of his 
brother, William IV., who was King of 
Hanover, the state located within what are 
now the boundaries of the German Empire.

He 
schemed to wrest it from the head of his 
18-year-old niece, Victoria. His children, 
too, were singularly unfortunate.

Robbed of His Throne and Fortune. 


King George’s misfortunes did uot stop 
with the loss of his eyes, for in 1866 he 
was robbed of his throne, fortune and 
home. The Emperor William of Prussia 
annexed Hanover to his kingdom and took 
$15,000,000 from treas- 
ure, the blind monarch asserted. and when 
he had fled into exile he devoted what re- 
mained of his life to vain threats and 
curses upon the head of Prussia. He took

The present Duke 
of Cumberland was 
his son and has suf- 
fered bad luck con- 
stantly. His wife, ; 
the duchess, at one time lost her reason 
following childbirth and was cénfined in 
the asylum which now restrains her hus- 
band. In time, however, she regained ber 
mental poise. 

George, the eldest son of the duke and 
duchess, became a-cripple in his young 
inanhood and was prevented from being a 
soldier, his heart's desire. While motor- 
ing to Copenhagen to attend the funeral of 
his uncle, King Frederick of Denmark. he 
was killed when the automobile upset. 


Embittered by Prussia, 


Little peace of mind did the duke ever 
have, for he was constantly embittered br 
Prussia’s seizure of his estate. He held 
himself strongly against al] attempts at 
reconciliation with the war lord of Ger- 
many and was wounded deeply when his 
remaining son. Prince Ernest, fell deeply 
in love with the daughter of the 
kaiser. ‘he youth rapidly became syvm- 
pathetic with the German court. and after 
he aecepted a commission in the Kaiser's 
army the old duke. bis father, surrendered 
ail claims to the throne of Hanover to him.

Her managers informed Her 
that America was simply infatuated 
by sensational: dancers; they quoted 
statistics on how the Russians had

‘tures, her-manners are far more re-

The 
geisha girls who dance, march in 
double file, keeping time to the music 
made by other geisha girls, who walk 
sedately by the side of their twisting, 
wriggling sisters, thrumming guitars. 

The excitement occasioned among 
the crowds who press in thousands 
close to the lane down which they 
dance was always intense, and the 
license which followed in the night 
after the dancing girls had returned 
to their teahouses became a thing of 
wide remark.

Progressive Japan ruled that it 
mist be stopped, and when the 
geishas last year prepared to repeat 
the “Oiran Dochu” the authorities 
said “No!” 

Recently Sadayakko announced 
that she would revive the procession 
on American stages, but the Purity 
Society of Japan, of which Saburo 
Shimada, the chairman of the house

of representatives, is president, 
raised objections. The Tokio branch 
of the Salvation Army also opposed 
the plans of the actors and protested 
to the state department that the re- 
production of the dance-in question 
would be detrimental to the honor 
and dignity of the Japanese people. 
Acting upon information the 
state department refused SadayakKo 
and her company the necessary pass- 
ports. 
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Mme. Sadayakko particularly 
wanted to show the western world 
the true art of the geisha girls, be- 
cause she began her theatrical ca- 
reer as one them. She was first no- 
ticed in Tokio for the marvelous dex- 
terity she possessed in singing and 
dancing for the entertainment of 
guests. Soon she became known as 
the “queen of the geishas.” When 
she married Mr. Kawakami she took 
up acting and soon mastered the art 
to such effect that her title was 
changed by the world to “the Bern- 
hardt of the East.” Her entrance 
into dramatic circles was largely re- 
sponsible for the sudden disappear- 
ance of the Japanese tradition that 
women and men should not appear 
together upon the stage. She headed 


‘the famous stock company of Tokio 


which played under her husband’s 
management and in his new play- 
house when that European-modeled 
edifice was opened in 1896. Since 
that day the Japanese stage has been 


drifting rapidly to the western ideal 


of drama. 

Sadayakko has become one of the 
world’s greatest tragediennes, and in 
1899, when she first appeared in 


-England, her future in this branch of 


the theater was foretold by Sir Henry 
Irving, who was an enthusiastic ads 
mirer of her art.
